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The reports were the result of the work of the TAC Working Party and 
of the conclusions regarding the local expenses’ to be borne by governments 
and submitted by the Technical Assistance Board, 

The question of the local costs to be borne by governments (7/2395) 
had often been placed on the agcnda of the TAC, As the proposed solution 
had apparently been equally disliked by the groups of delegations which had 
adopted extreme positions, he. tended to think that it conteined the clements 
of an acceptable solution, 

The second decument submitted for the Council's consideration (/239))) ‘ 
was orimarily a report to precede the discussions which would be held et - 
the forthcoming session of the TAC and at the Council's sixtcenth session,. 

He wished to draw the attention of the members of the Council 
vertioularly to the atatcment of the Executive Chairman of the TAB, The 
statement (E/2394, paragraph 7) would certeinly cause some concern ih the 
Council. At that time the total estimated costs for 1953 of the submissions

Expenditure during the first financial year of the xnanded Programme 


of Technicsl Assistance had been in the nature of 36 million, The total 


amount: of contributions offered for 1953 had amounted to HEL, 275,000, in 
addition, the sum of $75,300,000 consisting of the amount of the pledges 
plus the balance from the previons financial year, wes availeble for the 
projects to be initiated in 1953, 

The financial problems were pertly due to the ravid progress of the 
Frogramme and partly to the difficulties which the 7T.B expericnecd in drawing, 
up plens of operetion when it did not know exactly how mich credit would be 
available to it because of the delay in pledging contributions. 

If integrated developnent programmes were to be drawn up, it was 
important to ensure more co-ordinated action than in the past by the 
participating agencies and to relieve the cumberson.: administrative machim ry 
by trying to reduce as far as possible the high administrative costs incurred 
by a substantial budget. The resolutions cdooted by the TAC anid the 
areft resolution submitted to the Couneil were intended to lessen some of 
those difficulties, 

In connexian with local costs and reoalling the French representative's 
statements, he stressed that the Belgian deléfation had directcd its main 
efforts. to facilitating the adoption of a compromise solution in the 
Technical Assistance Committee. It would have vreferred to see the governmc: 
of the recipient countrics contributing Jearver amounts towards local costs, 
ag in thet way more moncy would be available, At all events, the Belgian 
delegation wholeheartedly sup orted the proposals for paying the living costs 


of the experts. 
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Passing to the future financing of the Programmes, he pointed out that, 
in order to evoid in 1954 some of the difficulties confronting it In 1053, 
the Council should recognize the nocd to draw up finencial estimatcs covering 
a period excecding one year. 

AS many projects begun in 1903 wovld normally have to be continucd in 
195k, the possibility of initiating new programmes would be seriously affected, 
As the $25 million entictpated would not be available, the solution woulda 


be to request the governments to increase their contributions. 


Cnly when the TAB hed information on the projects and only after it 
had passed that information to the TAC would it be possible to study the 
iettor more closely. 

If the fourth Technical Assistance Conference was to be convened in 
October and if it was to be successful, it wes important to give immediate 


consideration to the various aspects of the matter.

which the Executive Board of the WHO had adopted tn February 1953 seered to be 


rather sienificant in that reapect. As the matter wus tefore the Mconomric and 


Social Council, he recalled the main pointe of the French Government's concention 


of the Txpanded Prorramrne: 
The Expanded Prorramme of Technical Assistance was financed by a special 


fund derived from voluntary contributions and administered by the Mconomic and

The decisions so far adopted were in no way contrary to the statutory 


provisions of the participating agencies.

‘The programme had been in operation for 
nearly three years, but it was an unprecedented enterprise and its results could 
not be foreseen. That being so, it-was not surprising that the mthods used 
should need revision from tim to time, in the light of the experience acquired 
At the outset, the availeble funds had exceeded the amount of peauaste.

then proved necessary, in the interests of efficiency, to achieve greater

The Australian delegation weloomed tha Council's decision to appoint an 
Exequtive Chairman of the Technical Assistance Board. The decision was a wise 
one, since such large budgetary expenditure ahould be-controlled by a central

The second faotor to which more importance should be attached was the 
improvement of the geographical distribution of technical assistance. By 
eneuring a more equitable distribution of assistance to various countries and a 
better co-ordination of projects undertaken under the Expanded Programm, the 
TAB would be-more likely to ensure the success of an undertaking in which the 
international community was deeply interested, The Australian delegation would 
therefore support the resolution in peragraph 10 of the Technical Asstatance 
Committee's report (f/2394), 

The Australian delegation had already, in the TAC, expressed ita concern 
over the fact that the pertioipating agencies hed undertaken excessive 
commitments in 1952, The position had become worse since then, for in 
November 1952 the participating agencies had had unfulfilled requests totalling 
$43,000, 000 and the TAB had been obliged to request them to limit their procranroag 
to $25,300,000, 

The Australian delegation was fully aware that-all commitments were made 
"subjeot to the availability of funds", but regretted that the participating 
agenciee had so greatly exceeded the limits of the funds on which they could 
normally rely, While recognizing the difficulties which an international 
administrator ‘necessarily met with in Didgeting expenditure within the artifictal 
confines of a financial year, he thought that the participating agencies should 
bear certain fundarental principles in mind. In making commitments for 1954, 
for example, they should assume that governmants would contribute to the Mxpanded 
Programme a sum not greater than that contributed in 1953; thus, they shonld not 
count on obtaining more’ than a meximum of $20,000,000 for the execution of their 
programms, He would dike to know the views of the Executive Chairman and the 


participating agencies on that point. 
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With regard to the question of local costs, he welcomed the recommendations 
of the TAC for a revision of the method of calculation and payment of the ; 
Milva*ions of recipient governments in respect of the living eosts of expe. is. 
Although his delegation would have preferred a simplification, . too, of the 
wethod of calculating the obligations of governments in respect of fellowships, 
it would unreservedly support the Technical Assistance Conmittects 
recommendations on local costs, 

Nevertheless, he wished to draw the Council's attention to a factor which 
must be taken into account. It must be borne in mind that the obligations 
assumed by recipient governments were not confined to the Living costs of 
experts. When a government decided to undertake to carry out a development plan, 
it was fundamentally responsible for the administration and financing of the 
plan, The international assistance it received was above all directed to the 
removal of certain shortages, particularly that of skilled manpower. As an 
sxample, he quoted the case of India, which hoped to inerease the number of 
maternity and child welfare centres from 58 to 32) in 1954, and explained that 
in-executing the project the Indian authorities would be obliged to undertake 
any number of different tasks, such as training nurses and midwives, establishing 
special schools, developing School health services, and providing new buildings 
and transport, Although the expenses involved in carrying out those preliminary 
programmes. over & period of two yeurs amounted to nearly o ,0C0,000, the Local 
Government could expect to-receive only $6,000 in 1955 and $12,500 in 1954 from 
the Expanded Programme, "Many similar examples could be given; he mentioned the 
programmes undertaken, with the assistance of WHO, in the Philippines, Japan, 
israel, Afghanistan and Indonesia, in all-gf which countries the funds , 
contributed by the participating agency were much less ‘than the commitments of 
the national authorities themselves. The wishes of ‘the recipient governments 
should therefore be sympathetically conaidered in determining the obligations 
| they were to assume for local costs in connexion with the programmes of experts. 
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The funds voluntarily contributed by governments could not exceed certain 
ts, which were usually in proportion to the value of the available technics? 
i 2. tudes. Without underestimating the value of the French representativets 
remarks on the subject, it might be said that the quality of the procremmes 


falda be 1. ttle improved by minor adjustments in the methods of financing 
loen. costs, 

With regard to the proposed reporting system, it was to be hoped that 
future reports would contain more precise information on pledges and payments 
of contributions, actual expenditures from individual contributions, 
expenditures on individual countries in regional grouping, and expenditure by 
regions and countries, according to the type of programe, 

The Australian dele;ation would comment on the resolutions of the 
executive Board of the WHO when the TAC considered them in detail. flor the 
tine being, he would confine himself to expressing his Governmentts hope that 
the problems raised by WHO would be solved by means of an integration of ‘ 
programies, and not by any action which messht hamper the co- ordinatinz role of 
the TAB, 

As for possible co-ordination arranvyements, he thought that a distinction 
should be drawn between practical co-ordination on the spot and in the TAB, and 7 : “af 
theoretical co-ordination in the capitals of the States coneerned and in the TAG :

and of the responsibilities of resident representatives. His delegation had 
ro preconceived ideas on those important issues and would await with interest 
the conclusions of the proposed studies, 


In conclusion, he paid a tribute to the excellent work done by Mr. de beyne 


as Chairman of the TAC, 


Mr. EL TANAMLI (Egypt) wished to comment briefly on three specific 

: points, 

‘ Firstly, he understood that the statement of sovernment commitments Given 
-.,4n the TAC“report showed the position at a date considerably earlier than that 
of the” ‘publication cf the report. Gince then, additional pledges had been

She thought that it would be worth while to send questionnaires on that 
subject to countries receiving technical assistance.

by the Council and that there could ba profitable co-operation batween the bodies 
responelble for administering technical assistance and the TcFTU, | 

The main objective was to raise the standard of living of the peoples of ‘the 
under-developed countries and consequently the problem of agricultural production 


must not be overlooked in any aren where consumption was below the pre-vwer level, 
the funds available were, generally speaking, inadequate, The ICFTU hoped that, 
in the interests of peace, it would be possible by an international effort to 
produce the necessary funds. :
